lution in support of the Kellogg peace pact and supplementing the 
international effort to outlaw war is as follows: 


Wuereas, the Congress of the United States, on Aug. 29, 
1916, solemnly declared it ‘‘to be the policy of the United States to 
adjust and settle its international disputes through mediation or 
arbitration to the end that war may be honorably avoided; and 

WuHereas, the United States, in pursuance of this policy, has 
concluded with a number of countries and is negotiating with 
many others, a treaty of arbitration and conciliation in a new 
form under which the parties agree to submit to arbitration all 
international matters in which they are 
concerned by virtue of a claim of right made by one against the 
the other and to submit to a Permanent International Commission 
for conciliation any dispute not submitted to arbitration, and has 
thus shown its intention to carry out on its part the policy of the

The text of Mr. Moody’s resigna-| 
tion follows: | 

To the Board of Trustees of the | 
Northfield School 

Gentlemen: 

Herewith I resign the chairman- | 
ship of the Board of Trustees of 
the Northfield School to take effect 
at the close of the fiscal year or 
earlier if it is deemed to be wise. 
If so desired I shall conduct the 
General Conference for this year, 
August 3 to 18. 

It is due to the memory of the 
founder, to the trustees who are 
not cognizant of the circumstances, 
to the donors who have become in- 
terested in Northfield through my 
effort, and to myself to state clear- 
ly the reasons for this action. 

My resignation is necessary be- 
cause of my increasing conviction 
that the present arrangement is 
thoroughly anomalous in attempt- 
ing to divide indivisible authority 
between a chairman of the board 
and a president, a situation which 
has precedence in banking but not 
in academic circles. 

The anomaly had been increased 
by the difference in age, experi- 
ence, familiarity with tradition, 
and outlook of the occupants of 
the positions. Moreover, disposi- 
tion and temperament aggravate 
rather than diminish the acuteness 
of the situation. 

As an inevitable corollary I find 
policies which I cannot endorse or 
conscientiously support. To re- 
main in the chair, however, sign- 
fies to the public and to the North 
field constituency that I am in ac 

| cord with those policies. My posi-

But for the present 
there is no authoritative disclosure 
of the opinion held either by Presi- 
dent Coolidge or President-elect 
Hoover regarding Senator Capper’s 
resolution. 


Senator Capper Explains Purpose. 


In a statement of explanation given 
out with the text of his resolution, 
Senator Capper said: 

“The purpose of this resolution is 


to put the Government of the United | 
States on record, in response to an 
insistent and well-nigh unanimous 
public demand, by taking the next! 
step toward safeguarding interna- 
tional peace, following the ratifica-| 
tion of the Pact of Paris. 

“This resolution renews in sub-| 
stance a proposal contained in my | 
resolution of Dec. 9, 1927, that any 
nation signatory to the Pact of Paris 
which breaks its word shall not be 
aided directly or indirectly by our 
nationals in carrying on its war. 

“My resolution also contemplates 
that our government shall at once 
negotiate treaties or understandings 
with other signatory powers for sim- 
ilar action on their part. 

‘“‘The moment it becomes clear that 
a nation which has solemnly prom- 
ised to renounce war as an instru- 
ment of national policy, but which 
nevertheless provokes or invites a 
war, will not be eble to buy muni- 
tions or supplies from the American 
people with which to carry on the 
war, then that war will come to a 
sudden end. In fact, I doubt whether 
it will ever be begun. 


Would “Underwrite the Peace Pact.” 


“In other words, I believe the 
adoption and effectuation of this 
resolution will tend to make the 
peace pact effective. It will in a 
measure underwrite the peace pact 
without compelling us to police the 
world. 

“I hope and believe that public 
opinion will approve this resolution 
and that before long it will receive 
the overwhelming, if not unanimous, | 
approval of both houses of Congress. 
It is not expected that action will! 
be taken at this session, but the 
introduction of the resolution, it is 
hoped, will bring about discussion 
and consideration which will result 
In action at an early date in a suc- 
ceeding session. 

“The full import and implications 
of the Pact of Paris have not yet 
been recognized by many persons, 
including not a few of those who 
write on such subjects for period- 
icals. 


Says Pact Marks New Era.

Carries Out Spirit of Treaty. 
The outstanding feature of Sena- 
Capper’s statement is the 
planation that his resolution ‘‘is sim- 
ply to carry out the spirit of the 
Briand-Kellogg pact, to prevent con- 
scienceless nationals from making a 
profit out of aiding and abetting na- 
tions that violate the pact.’’ 

To understand that purpose better 
it is necessary to have in mind the 
essential provisions of the treaty re- 
nouncing war. ‘These features are 
stated in the following articles: { 

‘Article 1. The high contracting 
parties solemnly declare that they 
condemn recourse to war for the 
solution of international controver- 
and renounce it as an instru- 
ment of national policy in their rela- 
tions with one another. 

“Article 2. The high contracting 
parties agree that the settlement or 
solution of all disputes or conflicts, 
of whatever nature or whatever or- 
igin they may be, which may arise 
among them shall never be sought 
except by pacific means.”’ 

This treaty was the result of a 
statement made by Aristide Briand, 
Foreign Minister of France, on April 
6, 1927,' the’ ténth anfiivéersary of the 
entrance of the United States into 
the World War, that.‘‘France would 
be willing to subscribe publicly with 
the United States to any mutual en- 
gZagement tending to outlaw war,’’ 
and proposing that the two countries 
agree to renounce war ‘‘as an instru- 
ment of national policy.’’ 

In the following November Senator 
Capper announced that when Con- 
gress assembled in December he 
would offer a resolution designed to 
carry out the purposes of the Briand 
proposal. By that time it had be- 
come clear that the Coolidge Admin- 
istration did not favor making with 
France alone a treaty renouncing 
war and believed any such agreement 
should include all nations. Senator 
Capper’s resolution provided that the 
pact should take the multilateral 
form. It contained, however, a pro- 
vision under which this government 
would regard as ‘‘an aggressor na- 
tion’’ any government which violated 
the agreement. 


Steps Toward the Treaty. 


In the Summer 
Briand’s declaration, 
Murray Butler, while in Paris, of- 
fered suggestions for an anti-war 
pact, and these suggestions apparent- 
ly were reflected in the resolution 
which Senator Capper offered in the, 
Senate in the following December. 
Further impetus to the movement 
was given by the publication of the 
so-called draft treaty offered by Pro- 
fessor James T. Shotwell and J. P. 
Chamberlain of Columbia University 
as a basis for procedure. 


In the draft the signatory nations 
were to pledge themselves not to 
attack or invade one another or 
resort to war except in the exercise 
of the right of legitimate defense, 
and ‘“‘action by the United States 
in pursuance of its traditional policy 
with reference to the American con- 
tinent,’’ an affirmation of American 
rights under the Monroe Doctrine. 
The resolution which Senator Cap- 
per will offer tomorrow reflects a 
provision of the draft treaty pledg- 
ing the signatory powers not to ‘‘aid 
or abet the treaty-breaking power.’’

Neutrality and freedom of the 
seas have meaning when war is an 
established institution. When, 
ever, war is renounced as an in- 
strument of national policy, neither 
neutrality nor freedom of the seas 
has any meaning whatever. 

The hand of every pledge-keeping 
nation must be raised against that 
nation which breaks its pledges 
Just so soon as this fact is under- 
stood in all its bearings, there will 
be no nation left so valiant or so 
mad as to violate the pledge which 
it has solemnly given in signing the 
Pact of Paris 

Senator Capper’s joint resolution, 
introduced to the Senate in Decem- 
ber, 1927, and its nation-wide sup 
port, were the herald of the Pact 
of Paris and led the way to its 
negotiation and almost unanimous 
ratification. Let us hope that this 
second Capper joint resolution will 
have an equally happy result.

Wise Would Consult Other Nations. 
The Rev. Dr. STEPHEN S. WISE, 
Rabbi of the Free Synagogue—The 
Capper resolution at first sight ap- 


pears to be an attempt to translate 
our obligations under the multi- 
lateral treaty into laws binding 
upon us and upon those whom, as 
a government, we are supposed to 
safeguard. 

Everyone who has sympathetical- 
ly followed the multilateral treaty 
from its beginning to the day of 
consummation has assumed that it 
would be followed by a series of 
interpretative resolutions, particu- 
larly on the part of those nations 
which, like our own, have taken the 
treaty seriously. I wonder, how- 
ever, whether it might not have 
been wise to have had such a reso- 
lution as Senator Capper’s grow 
out of a conference of the nations 
signatory to the multilateral 
treaty? 

I take it that nothing stands in 
the way of such an interpretative 
conference except the ludicrous fear 
of doing anything which might in 
the remotest way be bound up with 
the League of Nations. 

It is well for the American people 
to be helped to understand through 
the Capper resolution that the mul- 
tilateral treaty means a renuncia- 
tion of war, but that after it must 
come direct, deliberate, concerted 
outlawry. That is foreshadowed in 
the Capper resolution.

NEW STEEL FURNACES 


Battery of Ten to Prodace Not 
Less Than 54,000 Tons Monthly 
—To Start in Three Weeks. |

DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 10.—In- 
crease of open hearth steel produc- 


tion by the Ford Motor Company to} 
not less than 54,000 tons a month} 
is assured by the battery of ten fur- 
naces, all of which will be in opera- | 
tion within three weeks. 

The addition of three new furnaces 
to the seven which have been pro- 
ducing steel at the Rouge plant, 
each of the ten capable of two heats 
a day at 100 tons a run, would make 
a possible monthly output of 60,000 
tons, but two furnaces of the total 
battery must be considered out of 
the daily calculation, since the fre- 


| quent relining of furnaces is neces- 


sary. 

One of the three additional instal-| 
lations was fired three days ago. | 
The three, built at a cost of $850,-| 
000, will add over 30 per cent to! 
the former production. 

In 1926 the open-hearth furnaces of | 
the company produced 321,476 tons | 
of alloy steel ingots. Added equip- 
ment will increase the steel produc- 
tion of the open-hearth furnaces, | 
conservatively estimated, to 600,000 
tons in 1929. 

The Rouge plant blast furnaces 
produced 304,191 tons of pig iron in 
1928.

Announcement of the signing of 
the treaties will be first made by the 
Osservatore Romano, semi-official 
Vatican organ, which will issue a 
special edition about noon. It will 
contain an announcement of the solu- 
tion of the Roman question, a lead- 
ing article explaining the importance 
of the event and a brief history of 
the negotiations. It will not contain, 
however, a summary of the treaties, | 
as previously stated, because these 
will not be made known until Tues-! 
day. Immediately after the Osserva- 
tore Romano’s publication, news of | 
the signing will be communicated to | 
all Italian newspapers by an official 
agency. The text of the treaties, it| 
is confirmed, will not be available | 
until they are presented to Parlia- 
ment for ratification next month. 
Although Italy is most directly con- 
cerned in the solution of the Roman 
question, it is kept completely in the 
dark about it. While the whole world 
is buzzing with excitement, Italians 
themselves are completely unaware 
of what is occurring. The news, as 
a matter of fact, 'eaked out in Rome 
and there are few in the city who do 
not know that Church and State are 
about to become friends again, but 
the vast majority of Italians know

No Change Until Ratification. 


The treaties become effective only 
after ratification by the Pope and 
the Italian Parliament. For this rea- 
son, it was stated at the Vatican to- 
day, the Pope has decided to aban- 
don the plan of addressing the 
people from the outer balcony of St. 
Peter's Basilica after mass Tuesday 
Until the treaties are ratified nothing 
will be altered in t 
tween Church and State and any act 
of the Pope indicating a changed at- 
titude toward the Italian Government 
might be judged precipitate. On the 
other hand, it is pointed out that an 
enormous crowd certainly will con- 
gregate in St. Peter's Square in ex- 
pectation of a papal blessing and 
probably insist so loudly and reso- 
lutely for the Pope to show himself 
on the balcony that he may be un- 
able to refuse. 

The Italian Parliament will not be 
able to ratify the treaties before lat« 
in March, since the new Chamber of 
Deputies will not be elected before 
then. As is known, bills affecting 
the status of the Holy See must, ac- 
cording to recent legislation, be first 
submitted to the Fascist Grand 
Council. This could be done before 
the Chamber meets in order to save 
time, but even thus it is improbable | 
that ratification can take place be- 
fore Easter. The Pope, therefore,

Signing in Constantine’s Palace.

CARDINAL O'CONNELL REJOICES 


Says Head of Church Must Be Free 
of Dominion of Any Nation. 


BOSTON, Feb. 10 (4).—William 
| Cardinal O'Connell, dean on the 
Catholic heirarchy in the United 


States, declared in a sermon at the 
Cathedral of the Holy Cross here to- 
day that ‘‘all lovers of peace, no mat- 
ter what their religion, have reasons 
to rejoice in the peace proclaimed 
between the Holy See and Italy.” 
The Cardinal spoke previous to the 
singing of a solemn Te Deum. More 
than 4,000 persons crowded the 
cathedral for the ceremony, among 
them many prominent Bostonians. 
The Cardinal enunciated the prin- | 
ciples underlying the Roman settle-| 


ment and emphasized the necessity | 
for spiritual independence on the 
part of the Holy See, uninfluenced 


by any government 

“If this Church is to be universal,’’ 
he said, ‘‘that is, to minister to the 
faithful of ll lands, of all times, of 
all races and of all nations, the head 
of that universal church must ob- 
viously and naturally be under the 
dominion of no one nation or no one 
race; neither should he be, in the 
perfect fulfillment of his universal 
office, the subject of emperors, kings 
or potentates. 

‘His office was universal and by 
the very nature of things had to be| 
independent of civil or political con- 
trol. Just what form that condition 
of independence might take was sec- 
ondary, so long as the fact of inde- 
pendence and headship was clear to 
all the world, so that no one coulda 
say that the Pope favored Italy or 
France or any other country or na- 
tion or kingdom in his decisions and 
declarations governing the spiritual 
conduct of his church throughout the 
world.”’ 

The Cardinal pointed to history as 
proof that while the church held her 
highest principles aloof on purely 
spiritual grounds, she has been the 
‘‘bountiful mother’’ to all nations 

“And we love Italy with all our 
hearts,”” he said, ‘‘because of he! 
matchless beauty, of her unique } 
tory, of her insuperable art, because, 
too, of the noble character of those 
who truly represent her. Because, 
finally, of the fact that Christian 
civilization has found her home there 
always, and because out of that 
cradle have gone the apostles of 
Christ and the principles of Christian 
law and Christain life, we rejoice 
with all our being that the cloud of 
misunderstanding has at last passed 
and that the peace of Christ has 
come to the Kingdom of Christ.”’ 

He pointed to the fact that the 
settlement comes at the time of the 
seventh anniversary of the corona 
tion of Pius XI and offered a prayer 
for the Pope and for Italy 

And to this prayer for the Pops 
end for Italy, we add another, very 
Gear and close to our hearts,"’ he 
said: ‘‘God bless America, whos 
history thus far has been that of 
respect for religion and profound 
reverence for the things that are 
highest and best in the spiritual 
life.’ 






DENIES CHURCH-STATE UNION. 
Father Casey Says Italy Is Not Con- 
cerned With Matters Spiritual. 
Referring to the Italo-Vatican 
agreement yesterday morning in St 
Francis Xavier’s Church, West Six- 
teenth Street, the Rev. P. H. Casey, 
S. J., paid a particular tribute to the 
work of Cardinal Gasparri, Papal 
Secretary of State, in connection 
with the negotiations. The Catholics

ed the Vatican, Father Casey said 

In defining the agreement, Father 
Casey said that it would not mean 
the union of the Church and State 
as was supposed in some circles. He 
said that the State had nothing to do 
concerning matters spiritual, but 
that the agreement would allow the 
Papacy some authority in matters 
that were partly spiritual and civil, 
such as Catholic education and mar- 
riage.

‘If a Catholic wants a 
divorce, he had better keep away 
from Italy.’’ 

He described the concordat as be- 
ing a ‘‘thorough understanding of 
each others’ rights.’’ It would mean 
peace and harmony between the Ital- 
ian Government and the Vatican, he 
said, adding that it would better 
Italy as a nation as well as provid- 
ing ‘“‘a greater honor and glory for

COLON, Panama Canal! Zone, Feb. 
10.—The first regular air mail be- 
tween the United States and the 
Canal Zone left here at 6 A. M. to- 
day, just before daybreak, with the 
same punctuality to schedule as on 
the arrival last Wednesday, with 
Colonel Lindbergh piloting the big 
two-motored Sikorsky plane of the 
Pan-American Airways. 

So many letters had been mailed to 
be carried the 2,200 miles to Miami, 
Fla., that a second plane went along 
with the overload, the capacity of 
Lindbergh’s plane being 500 pounds. 
The matter from the Canal Zone 
weighed 689 pounds and that from 
Panama 114 pounds, the total aggre 
gating more than 50,000 pieces of 
mail 

There was uncertainty about tak 
ing the mail from Panama until late 
yesterday afternoon, although special 
stamps and envelopes had been on 
sale for several days. Colonel Lind- 
bergh expressed pleasure at the fact 
that he was able to take the Panama 
as well as the Canal Zone mail on 
this pioneer flight. 

Lindbergh was at France Field ai 
5:30 o’clock supervising the stowing 
of the mails and checking out his 
plane. Fifteen minutes later he en- 
tered the cockpit and began to tunc 
up the motors. 

When Postmaster G. D. Bliss of 
Cristobal started to hand the blank 
receipts for the mail to the flier, they 
were blown from his hands by the 
blast of the propellers and spectators 
went chasing them over the field 
while Lindbergh followed their 
eratic course with a flashlight. He 
stepped out of the cockpit and signed 
the retrieved receipts against a wing 
of the plane. 


Soars Over Field in Dark. 


Bidding farewell to Colonel Arthur 
Fisher and Mrs. Fisher, the flier re- 
turned to the controls and at 5:55 
started to taxi down the field, the 
flying lights of his plane nodding in 
the darkness. Promptly at 6 he 
turned into the gentle breeze and 
took to the air, soaring over Colon 
with the lights of his plane against 
the sky looking like a lazy meteor in 
reverse 

The second plane, piloted by Ray- 
mond J. Merritt, followed immedi- 
ately, and five minutes later both had 
disappeared behind a huge white cu- 
mulous cloud hanging over Gatun 
Lake 

Several hundred persons had gath- 
ered at the field in spite of the early 
hour, but there was no cheering 
demonstration, as the attitude of 
Colone! Lindbergh {ndicated that he 
was on a strictly business flight. 

The first stop for refueling was 
made at David, Panama, 240 miles 
distant, and the second at Punta 
Arenas, Costa Rica, 500 miles from | 
France Field, which was reached at 
11 A. M. 

Spending tonight at Managua and | 
tomorrow night at Belize, British | 
Honduras, the mail planes are due to | 
reach Miami by way of Havana Tues- 
day afternoon. Colonel Hambleton 
of the Pan-American Airways and 
Mechanic Buskey are flying with 
Lindbergh, and in the second plane} 
with Pilot Merritt are Chief Petty 
Officer B. H. Armstrong from the 
Naval Air Station at Coco Solo as 
co-pilot and Mechanic John Dona- 
hue. 

From statements made by Colonel 
Lindbergh before his departure, it is 
believed that he will be corning this 
way again soon for a visit by air to 
South America.

Analyses Scope of Treaty. 


A careful reading of the pro- 
posed convention discloses the fact 
that the letter of the Secretary of 
State transmitting the convention 
refers to a protocol to be agreed to 
between the United States and 
Canada. The protocol itself is ap- 
pended to the convention and the 
protocol refers to the recommen- 
dations of the international Niag- 
ara board. 

In other words, the three docu- 
ments must be read together.

recognize the necessity of obtain- 
ing a license from the State for 
the use of this experimental water. 

This is a complete recognition 
of the right and sovereignty of the 
State of New York to license and 
to rent all water now being used 
by the company and all water to 
be used under the provisions of the 
convention and protocol. 


Old Dispute Cleared Away. 


It is, of course, clear that the 
proposed treaty with Canada is a 
temporary measure, only running 
for the diversion period of only 
seven years, and that the State of 
New York is in no way restricted 
as to its full control of this water 
after the seven-year period has 
run 

The stipulation received by the 
State of New York clears up the 
matters long in dispute between it 
and the private company and 
makes it perfectly clear that the 
State has the full sovereignty and 
control over the water on the 
American side of the Niagara 
River for all time. 

I am very happy that the State 
by this stipulation obtains all that 
it has in the past claimed from the 
Niagara Falls Power Company, as 
its rights at this particular site, 
and that the State can contribute 
in a constructive way in the 
beautification of the Falls, which 
is the primary object of this con- 
vention. 

It is, of course, obvious that, 
though the factor of scenic beauty 
exists in this particular case, it 
should not be considered in any 
way as modifying the policy of this 
State at other power sites in re- 
gard to the development of water 
power under direct State control 
and possession. 

The State reserves, of course, 
every right to make a different ar- 
rangement at the termination of 
the seven-year period should the 
diversion be made permanent or be 
increased,

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FINDS JUSTICES HIRE 


MARRIAGE RUNNERS 


Russell Sage Feesditiin Report 


Reveals Unusual Methods 
Used to Get Fees. 


Street-car advertising and the em- 
ployment of runners to solicit busi- 
ness are among the unusual prac- 
tices of justices of the peace in drum- 
ming up their business of marrying 
people, listed in a report prepared 
by the late Mary E. Richmond and 
Fred S. Hall for the Russell Sage 
Foundation. A minister who split 
his fees with taxicab drivers who 
brought him couples to be married 
is also described in the report. 

According to the report, there are 
fifty-seven ‘‘marriage market towns”’ 
in the United States, this name be- 
ing applied to all communities where 
the marriage rate is more than dou- 
ble that prevailing in the State as 
a whole. The names of the fifty- 
seven are not revealed, the founda- 
tion feeling that it would be doubht- 
ful policy to give them further ad- 
vertising. 

The street-car cards used by two 
justices of the peace, which were 
placed in trolleys running between 
their community and a large city, 
read as follows, according to the re- 
port: 

“Sweetheart: Be ready at 4 o'clock 
-we'll go to just a short ride, 
and Justices ——— and -——— will tie 
the knot.’’ 

In the community *where runners 
were found to be employed by the 
justices of the peace; it was found 
that the former even went so far as 
to jump on the running boards of 
passing automobiles which were oc- 
cupied by young couples. One jus- 
tice of the peace there, in front of 
whose office was a large sign, ‘‘Mar- 
riage Parlor.’’ explained that he 
doubled his fee in cases where the 
couple desired to have their marriage 
kept secret. 

One large community supported 
the business strivings of its justices 
of the peace through the chamber of 
Commerce, which printed booklets 
describing the advantages of the 
place for getting married. According 
to this booklet, the local Chamber of 
Commerce was desirous of develop- 
ing ‘‘a legitimate resort marriage 
business.’’

But the Argentina Rural Society 
has begun to recognize the increas- 
ing strength of the national manufac- 
turers, who are clamoring for 2 pro- 
tective tariff, and the Rural Society, 
in a note to the government, is urg- 
ing new commercial treaties on the 
basis of retaliation against the United 
States’ barriers now being considered 
for Argentine products.

Report !s Sent to Hoover for His 
Consideration in Government 


Reorganization Plans. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The 
State Department is suffering from 


a lack of adequate appropriations 
and from inefficient organization 
and administration, according to a 
report issued today by the Foreign 
Policy Association. Prepared by its 
Washington representative, William 
T, Stone, the report has been sent to 
President-elect Hoover for consider- 
ation in connection with plans for 
government reorganization. 

The department not only needs 
ereater appropriations, the report 
says, but has also failed to request 
a sufficient amount of funds from 
the Budget Bureau and Congress, 
and has been inattentive to its own 
organization problems. 

After pointing out that the present 
or tion of the department is 
entirely separate from the foreign 
service, Since it is not affected by 
the Rogers act, the report said: 

Cites Appropriations Made. 

“While the Bureau of the Budget 
nas consistently cut down the pre- 
jiminary estimates of the State De- 
partment, and Congress has voted 
only those funds approved by the 
pudget, at no time during the past 
five or six years has the State De- 
partment itself requested the full 
amount which it would require to 
function as it should. The only sub- 


stantial increase in appropriations 
requested by the State Department 
during this period was made a few 
months ago when the estimates for 
1930 were sent to the Budget Bureau. 
“These called for an increase from 

the $14,744,000 appropriation for 
1929, to $17.360,000 for 1930. With 
the exception of approximately 
000, the entire increase was dis- 


allowed by the Bureau of the Bud-' 


get. The department’s preliminary 
estimate, however, had only provid- 
ed for its minimum requirements, 
and the most urgent needs of the 
foreign service.”’ 


On the administrative side, the re-| 


port declares, the State Department 
itself has been negligent. Admin- 
istration, it was explained, is divid- 
ed among almost a dozen different 
officers, divisions, boards and bu- 
reaus, aS a result of which, it is 
charged administrative reforms have 
been neglected while the department 
has not taken the initiative in bring- 
ing about its own internal reorgani- 
zation, i 

Ne Survey Made, Report Says. 
The department has not uwunder- 
taken a thorough-going survey of its 
own needs in recent years, it was 


added, and, ‘although Congress has 
criticized the administration of the 


ment, the department itself has 
come forward with no general plan 
embodying its own ideas with regard 
to organization."’ 

The result of the conditions, it is 


contended, is shown by the situation | 


during 1928, when thirty-one Ameri- 
can consulates were in charge of 
clerks, thirteen consular officers 
were in charge of junior career vice 
consuls, and at least fifty-four con- 
sular offices had no vice consuls to 


| assist the officer in charge. 


“The department has not been able 
to build up its professional service 
in Washington,’’ the report con- 
tinues. ‘“‘It has been hampered in 
appointing the kind of experts it 
needs in the important political, eco- 
nomic and legal divisions by the low 
scale of salaries provided for profes- 
sional positions in the government 
service * * * and by the classifica- 
tion system as administered by the 
Personnel Classification Board, which 
has jurisdiction over all the other ex- 
ecutive departments in Washington. 
Many positions have been improperly 
graded and promotions have fre- 
quently been held up. 


Services of Able Men Lost. 


‘“‘Largely as a result of its inability 
to pay higher salaries and its failure 
to grant promotions justified, the 
State Department has lost the ser- 
vices of many of its best officers and 
employes through resignations. Dur- 
1927-28, 138 State Department em- 
ing 1927-28, 138 State Department em- 
the entire personnel, resigned or left 
the department 

‘“‘The State Department itself, how- 
ever, has adopted no system for se 
lecting officers for its professional 
service. While appointments to the 
foreign service are made on the basis 


of written and oral examinations, and 


competitive examinations are held by 
the Civil Service Commission for 
most other government positions, ap- 
pointments to the higher professional 
positions in the State Department 
are made without any examination 
whatever. 

‘To fill professional positions for 
which it could not find competent 
experts, the State Department has 


resorted to the expedient of assign- 


ing foreign service officers to Wash- 
ington. These officers, who were 
originally appointed for service in 
the field, are permitted by law to 


|remain only four years in Washing- 


ton, with the result that there is a 
high rate of turnover in important 
positions in the department. 

“A comparison of the personne! in 
these important positions in 1924and 
in 1928 reveals a startling turnover. 
On Jan. 1, 1924, these higher posi- 
tions were filled by sixty foreign ser- 
vice officers detailed to the depart- 
ment and fifty State Department of- 
ficers receiving $3,000 or more a year 
—a total of 110 officers. 


Inequality in Salaries Is Seen. 


“On Jan. 1, 1928, four years later, 
not more than thirty of these officers 
were still serving in the department. 
Twenty-three of the fifty State De- 
partment officers had resigned and 
practically all of the sixty foreign 
service officers had been required to 
return to the field. 

“Furthermore, the salaries of for- 
eign service officers are higher than 
those paid in the department, so that 
frequently the assistant chief of a 
division who is a foreign service of- 
ficer receives more than his chief

The plan would abolish the For- 
eign Service Personnel Board and 
set up a division of personnel, to 
which no foreign service officer 
would be eligible. An additional Sec- 
retary of State would administer the 
Service of Foreign Relations and the 
personnel division. 

The report held that the problem 
of the organization of the State De- 
partment involved three questions of 
basic importance: 

“1. Should the home office in 
Washington be a separate establish- 
ment, or should it be amalgamated 
with the foreign service to form a 
unified service of foreign relations? 

**2. Should the system of appoint- 
ing and promoting foreign service 
officers be extended to the State De- 
partment staff in Washington, or 
does this system tend to develop a 
bureaucratic personnel which may 
become unresponsive to public 
opinion? 

“3. Can high professional stand- 
ards be maintained in the govern- 
ment service in general and in the

MONEY OFFERINGS MADE 





Rites Intended to Ward Off Evil 
Spirits—Police on Hand to 
Watch Ceremonies. 


A long red string, on the end of 


which was a green leaf of lettuce to 


ward off evil spirits, hung yesterday 
from the fire escape of the Hip Sing 
Tong headquarters in Pell Street. 
The secretary of Hip Sing stood im- 
passively on the fire escape, weight- 
ing the string with an ‘orange for 
good luck and knotting doliar bills 
in it at intervals of a foo: or two 


as he lowered it toward the street. 
A twenty-foot cardboard dragon, em- 
broidered with bright wools, that 
circulates in the streets of China- 
town on New Year’s Day, was writh- 
ing ceremoniously under the fire es- 
cape. 

For almost an hour the writh- 
ing continued, accompanied by the 
rhythmic pounding of goo-goo drums 
and the clash of cymbals. The dragon 
rolled its glass eyes, fluttered its 
cardboard lids convulsively, opened 
a two-foot mouth, bearded like a 
mandarin’s, and swallowed the let- 
tuce leaf, the orange and thirty dol- 
lars, indicating to all the merchants 
up and down Pell Street how the Hip 
Sing dragon should be treated if evil 
was to be averted and happiness ob- 
tained during the New Year. 

In Mott Street, in front of the 
headquarters of On Leong Tong, the 
game ritual was followed with an 
On Leong dragon. 

Although there was peace yester- 
day between the rival tongs, as be- 
fitted the ancient traditions of the 
New Year festival, the peace had 
lasted only ten months; so the police 
osts were tripled while the On 
Teco dragon paid a courtesy visit 
to Hip Sing territory in Pell Street, 
and the Hip Sing dragon ventured 
over the On Leong deadline in tong 
Wars and visited Mott Street.

Tibet, has returned to Peking from |

| plete the manuscript of a new book, | 
make new arrangements with the| 
Chinese authorities and plunge again

When Dr. Hedin left here early in 
1927, he had passes and permits 
from the old Chang Tso-lin Govern- 
ment, and these must now be re-| 
placed with permits from Nanking.

97 of 325 Fatalities Were Caused by 


Crossing in Middle of Block— 





93 Killed Playing in Streets. 
More children lost their lives in 


1928 by crossing streets in the middle 
of blocks than from any other cause, 
according to figures compiled by the 


Police Departm and made public 
vesterday by Acting Commissioner 
Philip D. Hoyt 


Safety campaigns carried on in the 
schools by the police with the coop- 


eration of the school authorities, Mr. 
Hoyt said in a statement, .have re- 
sulted in a steady decline in_ the 
number of fatal highway accidents 
in which children of 16 and under 
were the victims. More than 40 per 
cent of the 325 children who lost 
their lives last year in street acci- 
dents, Mr. Hoyt pointed out, were 6 


years old or under and therefore not 
under the supervision of the schools 

“In most cases,’’ the statement 
said, ‘there has been a decrease in 
deaths and injuries in 1928 com- 
pared with 1927, but the figures still 
are high and reductions can be made 
only by continually warning chil- 
dren again engaging in unsafe 
practices. They should be taught to 
confine their play to the safe places 
set aside for them, such as play- 
grounds, parks and play streets ht 

Ninety-seven of the 325 fatalities 
were caused by crossing streets else- 
where than at intersections. Only 
fifty-four were attributable directly 
to negligence of chauffeurs, accord- 
ing to the tabulation. Stealing rides, 
coasting on sleds and wagons, care- 
less bicycle riding and roller skating 
in the street caused forty-two deaths. 
Ninety-three children were killed 
while playing games in the street or 
darting off sidewalks in front of 
motor cars. Eight children were run 
over and killed by disregarding traf- 
fic lights, and ‘‘various causes’’ were 
given to explain the deaths of thirty- 
one others at crossings. 

The total of 325, however, marked 
a decrease of eighty-three fatalities 
compared with 1927—the greatest re 
duction that has been made in six 
years. Pointing out that there were 
453 children killed by automobiles in 
1923, Mr. Hoyt declared the figures 
for last year were especially remark- 
able, since automobile registration 
had increased more than 100 per cent 
since 1923 and school enrolments had 
risen at the rate of from 17,000 tc 
20,000 annually.

Unguided land speculation is given 
as one of the chief factors interfer- | 
ing with the natural growth of land 

values, and resulting in chaotic con- | 
ditions. The communities them-; 
selves, the resort notes, are fre-| 
quently more to blame than individ-! 
ual speculators, because the commu- 


nities have no plan for development 
and do not advise the speculator on 
subdivision. 

Such speculation, attended by pre- 
mature land booms, and having no 
basis in the actual needs of the pop- 


ulation, have ‘almost inevitably , 
resulted in wreckage’’, according to 
the report. In three towns, it as-! 


serts, 100,000 lots had been lost to 


the purchasers and become ‘‘coun- 
try lands’’ through the collapse of 
such booms. In nineteen subdivi- 


sions of this character which were 
studied, nearly fifty per cent of the 
lots had _ similarly become ‘‘coun- 
try lands’’ through the non-payment 
of taxes. Opening such cheap Jands | 
prematurely upsets nearby real es-' 
tate values, it is declared, and pur- 
chasers with little canital come in 
and erect flimsy buildings. 

Another situation taken up by the 
report is the prosnect that the sup- 
ply of highway frontages will far 
exceed thed emand. Increase inthe 
number of highways, combined with 
increased density of traffic, making 
ithem less desirable for residential 
purposes, it is pointed out.

I state herewith the poli of 
the present administraticn of which 
I disapprove. 

1. Recent experditures I fecl to 


be excessive and inconsistant with 
the purpose tradition of the 
institution.

2. This information regarding re- 
cent expenditures has never been 
made accessible to the public in 
any financial or statistical report.

Poison Bottle Beside New Haven 
Youth in Brooklyn Room.

TION. 


Several of the appointments which 
Mr. Hoover has made, or is said to | 
be contemplating, look directly to | 
changes in the structure of the!

The petition and bill laid before 
the Legislature start from the prin- 
ciple that attorneys admitted by the 
State Supreme Court as officers of 
that court should remain under its 
control and their conduct be followed 
and, if necessary, dealt with by that 
court. The machinery provided by 
the bill is this: The State is divided 
into four districts. For each the 
court appoints a committee of in- 
quiry with a chairman and secre- 
tary. Each secretary looks into com- 
plaints in his district. If he finds 
that a complaint needs official! in- 
vestigation, he and his chairman lay 
it before the committee. Remember 
that each committee, chairman and 
secretary are officials. Here is no 
futile committee on grievances. 

Their summons for witnesses, their 
demand for papers, have to be 
obeyed. After investigation they re- 
port to the Chief Justice. Their 
report has the standing of a Master's 
report in equity. The court can re- 
view the facts. They are there, set 
forth officially. There is no rehear- 
ing. If action is needed, the court 
will direct it. Private complaints 
against lawyers are not barred. If 
filed, they are referred by the clerk 
to the appropriate committee of in- 
quiry. They do not become public 
records unless the court so orders. 
The secretary of each district keeps 
the records, always subject to the 
court's order.

NINETEEN YEARS OF BOY 
SCOUTS. 


The Boy Scout movement has 
“come of age” elsewhere and is 
celebrating the nineteenth anniver- 
sary of its incorporation in America. 
As a world organization, forty-three 
nations are represented in the In- 


ternational Scout Bureau, London, | 


England, where the movement was 
inaugurated by Sir ROBERT BADEN- 
PowELL. There are, besides, here 
and there, single Scouts, as PAUL 
SIPLE, with Commander ByrD in Ant- 
arctica, or single troops, as in some 
missionary station or school in Africa 
or Asia. A traveler speaks of find- 
ing a troop in the shadow of Mount 
Ararat, another at Missolonghi in 
Greece (where a Boy Scout aided in 
laying a wreath on Lord ByYRON’S 
monument); in Angora, where the 
Constantinople team played soccer 
with the Anatolians; in Smyrna and 
in Jerusalem. While each national 
organization preserves its indepen- 
dence, every Scout is expected to 
live up to the same oath and law, 
and consider every other Scout as 
a brother. It thus becomes a vast, 
worldwide “ brotherhood of boys.” 
If the Boy Scouts were evenly dis- 
tributed over the earth, there would 
be one for every 1,000 inhabitants, 
whether in China, Peru or Iceland; 
but between a third and a half of 
the total number (1,800,000) are in 
America (800,000 including the lead- 
ers, most of whom are volunteers). 
And if only enough leaders could be 
had, the number would soon rise to 
a million or more. No better oppor- 
tunity is offered to men of some 
leisure to be a friend and guide to 
groups of youth than the Boy Scout 
activities present. They are likely to 
be looked upon as purely recrea- 
tional, since so many of them lead 
the boys into the open. But recrea- 
tion is not the end. The cultivation 
of the basic virtues of manhood and 
good citizenship through practice, 
rather than by precept, is the chief 
aim. Principles of right living in the 
large are learned by these small 
groups in their daily or frequent 
association in community or neigh- 
borly service and out on hikes or in 
camp. A more wholesome program 
fer boys has not been devised. It 
goes to the boy where he is—in the 
city, the country or the suburbs. 
Mention might be made of what 
the Boy Scouts have done in times 
of emergency: floods, tornadoes, ex- 
plosions, pests and other disasters. 
But the greatest work of the move- 
ment is what its disciplines have 
done for the boys themselves. The 
4,000,000 American boys who have 


been Boy Scouts since 1910 have) 


done many millions of “ good turns” 
in these nineteen years, from help- 
ing the blind across streets to saving 
lives; but their supreme achievement 
has been the millions of better men 
and better citizens they have made 
of themselves (for the first Ameri- 
can Boy Scouts are now in their 
thirties), or are making, by follow- 
ing the Boy Scout program and 
qualifying for its badges of merit. 
This is intangible and beyond esti- 
mate, but is the Boy Scouts’ great- 
est contribution to democracy. It

“YANKEE DOODLE.” 


Senator WILLIAMS of Rensselaer 
County has introduced a bill ap- 
propriating $15,000 to restore Fort 
Crelo, in Rensselaer County, where 
a British army surgeon is said to 
have written “ Yankee Doodle.”

bia,” “ America,” “ Yankee Doodle.” 

As to the last, he mentioned some 
sixteen theories. The tune has been 
variously ascribed to Hesse, Hun- 
gary, Holland, Ireland, the Pyrenees, 
England in the time of CROMWELL, 
New England before the Revolution, 
and so on. The British officer said 
to have composed it was Dr. SHUCK- 


BURGH, stationed near Albany, in| 


1755. He recommended it, in joke 
or derision, as a famous piece of 
martial music. He is also said to 
have composed one version of the 
many kinds of doggerel that were 
written for it.

WOMEN’S ATHLETICS. 


Teams of women hockey players, 


baseball players or track athletes 
are not numerous as compared with 
the numbers of men engaged in| 
sports, but there are more of them 
all the time. There are enough now 
so that educators and directors of 
physical activities in girls’, schools 
are bound to consider the conflicting 
opinions of parents and other out- 
siders. A short time ago Miss ETHEL 
PERRIN had an article in Sportsman- 
ship in which she said that “ girls 
“are not suited for the same ath- 
“letic programs as boys,” due to 
biological differences. In the Febru- 
ary number of the same magazine 
Dr. CLARENCE C. LITTLE presents an 
argument on the other side. 


He believes that it is desirable to 


expect of women just as much inp 

the way of physical achievement as 

from men, if one takes into consid- 

eration the natural difference in 

their strength. If you give a man 

an arbitrary unit of strength, say 

100, and a woman a comparative 

unit, say 80, why should she not be 

expected to develop to her full phys- 
ical capacity? Many women, par- | 
ticularly those in college, will prob- 
ably agree that she should. The 
old admiration for the clinging-vine 
type is disappearing among women, 
though men still keep their own 
sense of vanity and enjoy the idea 
of protecting a woman. It is diffi- 
cult to get over the idea that the 
fortunate or successful woman is the 
one who does not have to exert her- 
self. Not so long ago drudgery and 
hard physical labor were the portion 
of most women in this country. To 
be able to avoid work was a sign of 
|}advancement. The change in atti- 
tude of many young women toward 
physical deyelopment is the more 
remarkable because it is so recent 
| and yet so strong. 

Among the conservative who still 
protest are varying degrees of 
feeling. Some think that wearing 
appropriately short and bifurcated | 
clothes and playing rough games 
will make girls unladylike. Others 
are willing to have them athletic, 
but think they should not take part 


in competitive games. Intercolle- 


giate contests are particularly unde- 


sirable in the view of some, who 


admit that competitions within the 


institution are quite right. The idea 


of drawing thousands of spectators, 
as the men's football games and 
track meets do, is revolting to some 
who nevertheless believe firmly in | 
athletics for women. Dr. LITTLE 


thinks there is small danger of that: 
“It hardly seems that women are 


“infantile enough to place that over- 
|‘*emphasis on their intercollegiate 


“contests which men have frequent- 
“ly placed on theirs.” 

That remains to be seen. But it 
hardly seems likely that throngs of 
men would go to see women’s feats

STATE DEPARTMENT 
HANDICAPS. 


While the need for reorganizing | 
the State Department has been a 
matter of common knowledge, it has 


not been properly understood, owing 
to the lack of accurate information 
about the details of its administra- 


tion. This information has finally 
been supplied in a special report of 
the Foreign Policy Association is- 
sued today. The author of this study, 
Mr. WILLIAM T, STONE, has spent 
nearly a year investigating the sub- 
ject and has brought together a 
mass of information which should be 
of value alike to those officials to 
whom will fall the task of reorgan- 
izing the State Department and to 
the public interested in our foreign 


relations. 


The report describes the organiza- 
tion of the foreign service under the 
terms of the so-called Rogers act 
and points out the difficulties that 
have arisen because that measure 
applies only to the “ field force” and 
not to the personnel of the State 
Department. It calls attention to the | 


inadequate salaries of the State De- 
partment officials of all grades and 
the disparity between their pay and 
that of the foreign service officers. 
It shows that partly as a result of 
this the turn-over in the department 
is large, and that it has been very 


| difficult for the government to ob- 


tain for duty in the department men 
of adequate training and knowledge 
to carry out its special functions. 
These defects of organization are 
by no means the only handicap under 
which the department has operated.

So his states- 
manship was the flowering of his 
charity, which made him the emanci- 
pator of a race and the preserver of 
a nation, that nation conceived in 
the time of Washington and born in 
the time of Lincoln. 

“Charity begins. with personality, 
the gift of God to each individual. 
But the quality of our personality is 
for each one to develop by the grace 
of God. Lincoln was homely, awk- 
ward, but with a beauty akin to 
Christ’s, a comeliness. reflecting 
kindliness. 

‘‘His deeds were ever on the side of 
mercy. So we all have a God-given 
personality and opportunity. Though 
he apparently subscribed to no credal 
statement, there is in his conduct 
and language a faith which we all 
confess when we repeat the creed,

Bishop Mitty, who for over twenty 
years was a priest in the local arch- 
diocese, said that his diocese, eover- 
ing 157,000 square miles of Utah and 
Nevada, four times the area of New 
York State, is beset with primitive | 
conditions and poverty. The life led} 
by its priests he described as harder 
than that he had found as a chaplain 
in ‘‘the trenches,’’ and a number of 
them had died of sta rvation and ex- 
posure even in recent years 

In ay ype aling for funds to further 
his missionary plans and to relieve 
the needs of his twenty-eight priests, 
Bishop Mitty said that ‘‘forty other 
bishops of the Catholic Church in 
this country could tell the same 
story.’”’ Except for the regions be- 
tween New York and Chicago, he 

aid, Catholics were often fewer than 
1 per cent of the population, a fact, 
he added, ‘‘which, as in the last elec- 
tion, explained the tremendous igno- 
rance of people on matters relating 
to the Catholic Conran.”

OKLAHOMA CITY, Feb. 10 (*).—A ee 


political storm which for two 
years swirled about Henry S. John- 
ston, suspended Governor of Okla- 
homa, and his former confidential 
secretary, Mrs. O. O. Hammonds, 
dividing the Democratic party of the 
State into factions and drawing into 
its eddies several departments of 
State, reaches its climax tomorrow 
with Mr. Johnston facing trial on 
eleven articles of impeachment 
before a Senate court. 

To obtain acquittal on any of the 
charges preferred against him after 
a prolonged investigation by a com- 
mittee of the House of Representa- 
tives, Johnston must muster at least 
fifteen votes in the court, which 
comprises forty-four Senators. 

Whether the suspended Governor 
can muster the fifteen votes will be 
determined by the judgment of the 
Senators on the evidence adduced in 
the trial, but many observers have 
pointed to indications that the Sena- 
tors. were not to be swayed by 

revious political friendship, as on 

riday the Senate court denied him 
access to a transcript of the evidence 
which will be presented aga nst him. 
Only three Senators voted to accede 
to the request. g 

The trial is the culmination of op- 

sition in his own party which had 
ts inception almost from the start 
of his administration. His office first 
drew heavy fire two years ago, when 
angry opposition was expressed in 
the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives to his employment of Mrs. 
O. O. Hammonds as confidential 
secretary.

The situation 
in the one country had come to re- 
semble that of 1905, when the g 
ing of Wall Street promoters at the 
great life companies’ immense re- 
sources was challenged by the pub- 
lic authorities. In the other country, 
it resembled that of. October, 1906, 
when the draining away of the Lon- 
don monéy market's finds into the 
huge Wall’ Street spectfiation of that 
day forced the Bank to’act. 

On that occasion the Bank of Eng- 
land raised its rate from 4 per cent 
to 6, the highest reached in thirty 

jyears except at a time of London 
| panic, and the Bank’s managers per- 
sonally warned the -London joint- 
stock banks that the rate would go 
to 7 unless their financing of the 
New York speculation ceased. There 
Was an outcry in those days on both 
{markets, as there was last week,
